Wins Hundred-Yard Dash - Pole Vault Almost a Failure Owing to wet 
Ground - Sutherland Romps off With Weight Comcstb - Medicine 
. (jams Decision Over Arts in Relay iRace. 




The University Sports, In spite of 
a depressing: downpour of rain ana a 
high wind, were run off yesterday with 

considerable' success. It had been 
hoped that although the weather was 
threatenlner, the rain might hold' off 
long enough to enable the races to 
take place, but about two o'clock It 
became plain that the wet had set in 
for the day. Fortunately the track 
Viaa not so badly soaked as seriously 
to interfere with the races, although 
no records were brokeil. 

The first event to be run off was 
the hundred. In this, Hllller, run- 
ning in line form, made up for his 
defeat of last year by winning with- 
out much difficulty. Block came sec- 
ond, and third place was taken by 
Fox. The time was ten and four-fifths 
seconds. The pole vault followed, but ! 
the slippery condition of the take-off I 
made it exceedingly difficult to at- 
tain any height. Rothschild was fin- 
ally victorious with a vault of eight 
feet six Inches, while "Dan" Suther- 
land wa.M second and Ferguson third. 
After this came the half-mile, which 
provided an extremely Interesting 
spectacle. Cnssldy drawing away at 
the end with a pretty sprint, and 
winning easily in the time of- two mln. 
twenty-nine and two-fifths, with 
Davis second and EIn third. , . 

The' hammer throw was easy for 
"Dan" Sutherland, who achieved a 
distance of ninety-eight feet, "which 
was credltbale under the circum- 
stances. Centre took . second place, 
and Beach J.hird, ...The 220 yards ^ was 
run in one heat owing to many of 
the entries dropping put. Blocit won 
out in twenty-five and three-fifths 
seconds, while Hamilton and Davis 
occupied second and third places re- 
spectively. 

In the mlle\ another interesting race 
took place, although of seven entries 
only two ran. After a hard contest 
Cassldy took first place^ beating qut 
Levitt. The time was five minutes 
and forty-three and , throe-fifths sec-, 
onds. 

In the high jump, Windsor repeat- 
ed his success of last week, and 
reached a height of four feet eleven 
and .a half Inches, with "Dan" Suth- 
erland second and Loughery third. 
The broad jump went to Hodgson, 
with eighteen feet two, while Beach 
was next, with Loughery again In 
third place. 

Sutherland took the discus throw 
with ease, making a throw of one 
hundred and eight feet, one inch; the 
was creditable under the circum- 
edly had a great deal to do with pre- 
venting "Dan" from making a record. 
Wagner -was second, with Parsons 
third. I The hurdle was captured by 
Loughery in twenty-two and three- 
fifths seconds, with Lee next. 

The three miles proved interesting. 
Levitt kept in front for almost the 
whole distance, but was beaten out by 
inches by Boucher. Laing occupied 
third place, the time being nineteen 
minutes, fifty-nine and three-fifths 
seconds, . 

The final event of the day was the 
inter-faculty relay race. This was 
arranged so that the first runner went 
two hundred and twenty yards, the 
second the same, the th'ird four-forty, 
and the last half a niile. The two 
teams. Arts and Medicine, put up an 
Interesting struggle, the victory fin- 
ally going to Medicine; time, four 
minutes, twenty and one-fifth sec-, 
ond. ■ i .. .

The freshmen obtained the largest 
aggregate of points, collecting forty- 
eight, while the Seniors were next, 
with tlilrty-slx; the Juniors third, 
with twenty-one, and the Sophomores 
last, with ten. 

As had been anticipated, big "Dan" 
Sutherland, Sol. '18. won the Gov- 
ernor's Prize for the highest individ- 
ual aggregate. Sutherland's consist- 
ent work In the jumps, and his bril- 
liant showing in the weights were re- 
sponsible for his victory, which was 
well-deserved.

ADELAIDE. S. Australia. — 
August. Adelaide recalled the fact 
that 64 years before the first steamer 
tri^velied .up the River Murray.

and second iron steamboats which 
should ^navigate,, the Murray. This 
bonus was earrild by Captain Fran- 
cis Cadeli, who arranged for the navi- 
gation of the steamer Lady Augusta 
from Sydney.

The freshmen, after three weeks, 
during which they boasted of their 
supremacy over their ancient enemies 
the Sophs., were yesterday brought 
to their senses with a rude Jolt. Lull- 
ed into a sense of security by the in- 
activity of their foeme^ they had 
planned to make an example of the 
Sophs, such as would show plainly 
that, without doubt, '21 was the lead- 
ing year of the University. Alas 
they failed to reckon the fact that the 
Second Year men had, already, by 
the experience of a former rush to 
aid them in their plans. Knowing 
that . they. were, outnumbered, the 
Sophs, saw that 'thèir only hope was 
to ' outgeneral' their opponents. Ac- 
cordingly, the rumor was spread about 
that there was to bo no scrap this 
year; and so widespread was this be 
lle'f that many of the upper class men 
were convinced that the Sophs, had 
been overwhelmed. 

The first signs of activity in the 
Sophomore camp was seen last night, 
when, with the aid of motor cars, they 
proceeded to barricade the old Mackay 
house at the rear of the Stadium, and 
to lay In a stock of provisions, con- 
sisting of over-ripe fruit and severiil 
cases of stale eggs. 

Meanwhile the Freshmen h.ad plan- 
ned to meet at Phillip's Snuare at 
6.30 yesterday morning. Once assem- 
bled, they "would divide Into two 
groups, one, following the plan of the 
Sophomores, would seize the Mackay 
house, the other group would proceed 
to collect the Second 'Year Men from 
their houses. Many of the Sopho 
mores, fearing k night raid upon their 
rooms, and hied themselves to other 
lodgings, and almost \ll the hotels 
downtown, were inhabited by a good 
ly portion of McGllI men of both the 
First and Second Tears. 

The news of the intended meeting 
leaked out, and plans were immedi- 
ately decided upon to combat them. 
All through the night. Second' Year 
Men were parading aboiit the Uni- 
versity, in order to prevent any meet- 
ings of the Freshmen previous to the 
general one in the morning. From 
time to time attempts were made to 
capture some of the executive of the 
First Year. These, however, all prov- 
ed unsuccessful, and by 4.30 yester- 
day morning all their efforts had on- 
ly resulted in the capttire of two in- 
nocent looking 'iridividuals, who had 
been found roaming about in the ear- 
ly hours of thé morning; with gradua- 
tion diplomas, from the High School. 
In their hands. The chief concern of 
these, . however, seemed to be that 
there was nothing eatable in the vi- 
cinity of the place. These .were com- 
fortably housed In one of the room- 
ing-houses adjoining the University, 
and there they remained until morn- 
ing, when they were taken to the 
Stadium. 

At half-past four yesterday morn- 
ing a strange light could be seen on 
•the Stadium. It was pitch black, and 
on all the surrounding streets nothing 
but an occasional milk wagon could 
be seen. .Up beside the track, how- 
ever, were gathered some' sixty odd 
Medicine Sophomores, all dressed in 
rather ■ antiquated clothes, which ap- 
ipeared In every color of the rainbow. 
These were divided, into groups, which 
stationed themselves In the vicinity 
of Phillip's Square. At five o'clock 
a similar collection, but not as large 
In numbers, of the Science men, was 
to- be seen on McOIll College Ave. 
These proceeded to raid Strathoona 
Hall, where many of the verdant 
youth were gathere'd in, some being 
found. -in their' beds already dressed. 
The . Arts Sophomores met on Mc- 
Tavlsh St;, and -they, also proceeded 
to the streets In th^ Phillip's 'Square 
dlstrlot,^ 

About 6 a.m., the first of the Fresh- 
men began to appear, about the 
Square, many of them greetings the 
Sophs, as friends.

Procrastination is notoriously characteristic of first year men. 
The complete and sudden change from the rigid discipline and re- 
lentless coaching of the "prep." school to the comparative freedom of 
the University is conducive to the indefinite postponement of aca- 
demic work. .' 

The perfectly natural consequence of adopting such a course is 
that the student awakes to find himself hopelessly behind in his 
work, with possibly three or four remaining weeks before e^ams. 
Then follows the inevitable and often vain attempt to "cram," and 
thus secui-e a pass. After it is all over — except the bitter remorse 
— the folly and short-sightedness of the policy is all to apparent. 

•Therefore we would point out the prevailing tendency in this 
direction on the supposition that "a stitch in time saves nine." 

Three weeks of the session h»Te Already passed— possibly been 
. frittered away. But now the usual inauguratory events are over, the 
Freshmen initiated and the term well unde^ way. 

A certain amount of recreation is essential and participation in 
undergraduate aotâvitiea should also be given a place in the time- 
table ot the student. But aueh indulgence ahonld not be carried to 
'ma extent Biiffieient to mortgage future 'aeaderaie standing. 

The participation in activities at. the expense of the more.im- 
Iporta tnthings is never the result of intention, liut rather is due to 
jtho careless frittering away of time. 

The man who plans his work so as to have a margin of time for 
jbon-aeademio activity has a distinct advantage over the one who 
aimlessly ''puts in" his time and follows no definite schedule. 

Thé secret of success is "a place for everything and everythmg 
Sn its proper place," and the policy most antagonistie to this adage 
Il that which allows the spirit of procrastinstioii to dominate.

EDINBURUH, Scotland. —Dr. Toch- 
er, consulting chemist to the High- 
land Agricultural ' Society of Scot- 
land, has prepared a memorandum on 
the subject of the utilisation of straw. 
Under the Scottish Board of Agri- 
culture's scheme for increasing the 
acreage under grain crops, It has been 
estimated that If the proposed 3S0,- 
000 additional .acres are devoted to 
Ihe cultivation of grain during 1918, 
It will result In the production of 20,- 
000 additional tons of straw. On the 
question of how this Increare of straw 
might b« utilised. Dr. Tocher sa' s pa 
per manufacturers see no reason why 
straw shoujd not be. used to a much 
greater extent for the - manufacture 
of various grades of paper provided a 
constant supply can be obtained, and 
the straw is kept sufficiently free 
from the stalks of docks, thistles, and 
similar, pinnta. Hitherto esparto grass 
and wood pulp have been the prlncl 
pal raw materials used In the mnnu 
facture of cheap writing papers, and 
the better qualities of printing pa 
pers. It Is not considered probable 
that straw pulp will ever entirely re 
place esparto, although it might be 
used as a sub.itltute. Ord' ary writ 
Ing paper however, could be made 
entirely from wood and straw pulps. 

Recently some interesting" experi- 
ments wore carried" out In Scotland 
to ascertain the yield and teat the 
utility of pulp obtained from wheat 
and oat straw^ It was found that oat 
straw, which is less knotty than 
wheat straw, and consequently better 
adapted for paper manufacture, yield- 
ed 36 per cent, of the weight of bone- 
dry 8traw*»B''pulP' 

The memorandum points out that 
even If straw Is used to supersede 
esparto In the manufacture of paper 
It Is Improbable that a whole sea- 
son's surplus could be used by paper 
makers^ ' Strawhoat:d mnnufadture. 
Dr. Tocher considers, Is the practi- 
cal outlet for any surplus straw there 
may be, and It should, .théref ore, re- 
ceive the immediate attention of the 
authorities. Paper mmtifacturers and. 
others directly Interested In the manu- 
facture of paper and strawboard 
should be able to obtain govemmerit 
assistance In founding a strawboard

VENTILATION. 



Recent careful observations and in 
vestlgatlons of ventilation In crowd- 
ed rooms make it very , clear that all 
of the modern artificial means of 
ventilating are not nearly so effi- 
cient for the comfort and health as 
those effected as old-fashioned window 
venUlation. Hospital wards In which 
an absolutely invariable température 
I.S maintained, become after a time 
very trying and depressing for pa 
tlents. The subject takes on special 
interest with the beginning of tlie 
school year. 

Palmer, of the New York State 
Commission on Ventilation, In a re- 
cent paper at the Chicago meeting of 
the American ;S,bcle|y* of Healing and 
Ventilating Engineers, details some un- 
favourable experiences with artificial 
methods. In one school building three- 
fan ventilated, carefully humified 
rooms were contrasted with three wln^ 
dow.-ventllated rooms without any ar 
rangements for humidification. The 
five complaints of excessive dryness 
that were received from teachers all 
came from the 'fan- ventilated, humid- 
ified rooms. 

It is curiously Interesting to realize, 
because It Is so different from the 
usual Impression In the matter, that 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association approves of the sugges- 
tion that respiratory affections among 
children are associated with a high 
temperature rather than a low rela- 
tive humidity. 'The coughs ond colds 
of the winter time ore largely due to 
living In artificially heated air of too 
great warmth— ^hat is, over 68 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The lesson is as 
precious for the home as for the 
schoolroom. ' ' 



Exemption Tribunals. 

Exemption Boards have been dioien in saeh a way as to m^ige them absolutely independent and 
removed from all influence. Tlie^ are over 1,250 beards throughout the ceuntiy, eadi composed of two 
men, one appointed by the county |udce in the district concerned and one idected by • joint committee of 
Parliament Being familiar with local conditions where they eit, the mea lttm are Wwl-ntted to «ppNciate 
such reasons for exemption as are put before them by men called up. 

Exemption will be granted to those who can establish tlsat it is in the national interest that they remain 
In civilian life. This is for the Exemption Board to decide after having received full information in each case. 

The grounds on wl'.ich exemption may be claimed (which are similar to the grounds recognised in 
Great Britain and the United States) are as follows!-^
